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56-day ban 
for 154mph

A MOTORIST caught doing 
154mph on the All - one of the 
highest recorded speeds on a Suf¬ 
folk road - has been fined and 
banned from driving for 56 days. 

Louie Howlett, a 21-year-old 
mechanic, of High Street, Laken- 
heath, was spotted by a roads po¬ 
licing officer driving his black Seat 
Leon at 154mph on the A11 south¬ 
bound at Icklingham at 8.55pm 
on April 18. The legal speed limit 
is 70mph. 

Howlett appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court yes¬ 
terday and pleaded guilty after be¬ 
ing caught by officers using a laser 
speed detection device. 

When asked by magistrates 
what was going through his mind 
at the time, Howlett said: “Not a 
great deal.” 

Howlett was banned from driv¬ 


ing for 56 days and ordered to pay 
£365 in fines and costs. 

Chairman of the magistrates 
Sue Burton-Griffiths said: “This 
really was a stupid thing to do, I 
hope you appreciate that fact, es¬ 
pecially as you will be paying a lot 
of money for a long time.” 

Officers said later they believed 
it to be the highest recorded speed 
on a Suffolk road and were disap¬ 
pointed with the sentence. 

Insp David Giles, of Suffolk & 
Norfolk’s roads policing team, 
said: “I don’t think it is enough at 
all. I’m really disappointed frankly 

“It’s not a real incentive to stick 
within the speed limit, in my 
opinion.” 

He added: “This speed is truly 
staggering and shows a complete 
disregard for other road users. 

“You are not only endangering 
your own life but you are putting 
other innocent members of the 
public at considerable risk. 

“Anyone exceeding the speed 


limit needs to be aware that the 
difference of a few miles per hour 
can mean the difference between 
life and death. 

“The faster you are driving, 
the less time you have to react if 
something unexpected happens. 
For example if the vehicle devel¬ 
ops a fault such as a tyre having a 
blow out, the result at this speed 
would be catastrophic.” 

He said: “Speed is one of the fa¬ 
tal four driving offences and the 
role speed plays in both fatal and 
serious road traffic collisions can¬ 
not be underestimated. 

“Our aim is to reduce the 
amount of casualties on the coun¬ 
ty’s roads and we will continue 
to do this through enforcement 
campaigns, education and the use 
of fixed and mobile cameras.”

FUNDRAISING efforts for 
two footballers injured in 
an alleged hit and run have 
now reached more than 
£100,000 after a football 
match in Newmarket. 

Shaun Whiter and Joey 
Abbs were injured in the in¬ 
cident on July 1 when they 
stopped to change a tyre 
in Dullingham Road, near 
Newmarket. 

Shaun, 27, from Burrough 
Green, had to have both legs 
amputated while Joey, 31, 
suffered leg injuries. 

On Sunday, Newmarket 
went head-to-head with 
Ipswich, attracting New¬ 
market’s biggest crowd 
ever and raising £12,000 for 
Shaun and Joey. 

Both men were also able 
to attend the match, with 
Shaun having left hospital 
on Friday afternoon. 

Joey told the News : “The 
day went really well. It was 
a little bit overwhelming for 
us because there were so 
many people there, but it 
was so lovely to see so many 
people come out. 

“It was a bit crazy as it was 
Shaun’s first appearance in 
public, but we both really 
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enjoyed it and were thankful 
to people for supporting us.” 

Joey said that he was mak¬ 
ing slow progress with his 
injuries, but every day was 
getting a little easier. 

“I am still in a bit of pain 
and I’m aching and uncom¬ 
fortable,” he said. “I might 
need another operation - I 
am having to go back to the 
hospital but I am trying to 
stay positive. 

“I speak to Shaun every 
day and it has brought us 
closer together. We help 
each other through. We both 
have good days and bad 
days, but we pull each other 
through.” 

He said that both his wife, 
Harriet, and Shaun’s fiancee 
Charlotte had been “amaz¬ 
ing”, and the horrific inci¬ 
dent had brought the four of 
them closer together. 

Graham Edwards, chair¬ 
man of Newmarket Town 
FC, said it was a “fantastic” 
day and £J2,000 would be 
split between the pair. 

He said: “Shaun and Joey 
were both our players and 


although Joey was moving 
on to Soham, we obviously 
felt that in view of the tragic 
circumstances, we wanted 
to do everything we could to 
help them. That was shown 
by the support on Sunday. 

“They were both very 
moved by the turnout and 
were extremely grateful to 
everyone who has donated 
in the last four weeks.” 

The total amount raised is 
now thought to stand at ap¬ 
proximately £ J06,000. 

Graham added: “People 
are being extremely gener¬ 
ous, not just around here 
but people all over the coun¬ 
try. It’s a situation that has 
touched everyone. It is such 
tragic circumstances.” 

Football bosses at Cam¬ 
bridge United announced 
plans for a massive fund¬ 
raiser for Shaun and Joey 
on October 9, which will see 
Newmarket Town and So¬ 
ham Town Rangers joined 
with Cambridge City and 
Fulbourn Institute in a tour¬ 
nament dubbed #Football- 
FamilyDay.

Residents protest against plans for new homes 


RESIDENTS of West Row came out 
to protest on Monday morning 
against plans for homes in Beeches 
Road. 

The protest, by about 30 
residents, coincided with a site 
visit by councillors at Forest Heath 
District Council ahead of their 
planning committee this evening. 

Planning permission is being 


sought for 41 homes, with the 
possibility of another 90 dwellings 
and seven self-build homes on the 
site. 

However, residents said that 
creation of a new access point onto 
Beeches Road would make the road 
unusable as the development would 
be opposite a school and already 
becomes very congested during 


school pick-ups and drop-offs. 

John Smith, a resident of West 
Row, said: "Having the site visit 
now is all wrong - it is the school 
holidays and it's a working day. If 
they came here during school time 
it's just horrendous. 

"During school term, cars are 
all on the bend so it's a total blind 
corner. 


"The cars are having to go up 
on the path because they can't get 
past. It can take you 10 minutes to 
just drive this one road." 

Kelvin Mullarkey, whose house 
backs onto the land, said the 
amount of traffic is a "disgrace". 

A decision will be made on the 
proposed homes at Forest Heath 
District Council this evening.

Views sought 
on 'cabbie 
qualification' 

FOREST Heath District Council 
is asking people to share their 
views on whether taxi drivers 
should have a qualification 
before they are given a licence. 

FHDC is considering whether 
taxi drivers should be asked 
to obtain a City and Guilds- 
recognised BTEC level two, 
which would take about 18 hours 
to complete. 

It would cover issues including 
health and safety, road safety, 
customer service, vehicle 
maintenance and safety, fares, 
transporting children and 
vulnerable people. 

In a statement, Cllr Lance 
Stanbury, of Forest Heath, 
said: "Other areas across the 
country already insist on taxi and 
private hire drivers being able 
to demonstrate they understand 
not just laws relating to driving, 
but other issues which affect 
the safety and wellbeing of their 
passengers. 

"Learning what to look out for 
and what to do, especially when 
it comes to keeping passengers 
safe, seems to us to be a sensible 
idea and we would like to know 
what drivers and passengers 
think."

Town’s Winter 
Wonderland 
gets go-ahead 


NEWMARKET’S Winter 
Wonderland will be going 
ahead this Christmas - de¬ 
spite earlier concerns that it 
would be cancelled. 

The town council’s lei¬ 
sure services committee de¬ 
cided on Monday that the 
Winter Wonderland would 
go ahead, but would be cut 
back to two days rather than 
the four it was last year. 

The event, first launched 
in 2014, saw thousands of 
people enjoy a parade down 
the High Street before going 
to the Memorial Gardens 
where an ice rink and fair¬ 
ground rides were set up. 

Father Christmas had a 
grotto inside the Memorial 
Hall and a Christmas market 
was also held inside. 

Despite fears the event 
may be cancelled because 
of fears it might not attract 
enough sponsors, the illu¬ 
minated band, Spark! which 
parades down the High 
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Street, and camels - which 
former mayor John Berry 
rode at last year’s event - had 
already been booked. 

If they had been cancelled, 
the council would have lost 
£2,595 in deposits. 

The committee heard 
that the council had budg¬ 
eted £5,000 for the event and 
town mayor Andy Drum¬ 
mond had also allocated 
£1,260 from his budget as 
portfolio holder for leisure 
and culture at Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Cllr Chris O’Neill felt the 
event should go ahead. He 
said: “I think this is a fantas¬ 
tic event for the town and is 
very well attended. I would 
go as far to say that it was 
better attended than the car¬ 
nival. 


“It’s a real flagship event. 

I think although we should 
budget for the loss, I recom¬ 
mend we still do it.” 

Cllr John Morrey agreed, 
but said the council should 
look at ways to cut cost. 

He said the ice sculptures 
were not well sponsored and 
could be “knocked on the 
head” and a smaller ice rink 
could be priced. 

All councillors were in 
favour of Cllr O’Neill’s pro¬ 
posal that the council con¬ 
tinues to run the event but 
over two days, with a budget 
of £8,000 and the formation 
of a sub committee. The first 
meeting will be on Mon¬ 
day where decisions will be 
made on sponsorship packs 
and where cost savings can 
be made.

72 jobs to go with 
hospital closure 


A HOSPITAL in Newmarket 
providing care for men with 
mental health issues is set to 
close with the loss of 72 jobs. 

Beech House Hospital, on 
Fordham Road, announced 
plans to close this October, 
with patients asked to find 
alternative care. 

The hospital is low secure 
and patients staying there 
are detained under the Men¬ 
tal Health Act. It is operating 
below its capacity of 36, with 
only 15 patients. 

Those patients will be 
discharged to community- 
based care facilities such as 
supported living, or taken to 
rehabilitation units. Others 
will be transferred to other 
secure facilities equivalent 
to Beech House. 

In a statement, The Hunt- 
ercombe Group, which runs 
the hospital, said: “Follow¬ 
ing a strategic review, we 
reluctantly propose to close 
Beech House Hospital. 

“We have met with pa- 
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tients and relatives, and 
have been engaged in a con¬ 
sultation process with staff 
about the closure. 

“The wellbeing of patients 
remains our priority, and we 
have been working closely 
with NHS England, com¬ 
missioners and other exter¬ 
nal stakeholders to ensure 
that our patients and their 
families are supported to 
find suitable alternative care 
provision. 

“We plan that closure of 
the site will not be com¬ 
pleted until October 1 to 
allow plenty of time for ar¬ 
rangements to be made for 
all patients, and we will sup¬ 
port our care team to find 
new opportunities in the 
autumn.” 

A total of 72 members of 
staff will lose their jobs in 
the closure. 


The statement added: 
“The proposal to cease op¬ 
erating Beech House has not 
been arrived at easily, and 
we considered all options 
and consulted with stake¬ 
holders including NHS Eng¬ 
land colleagues who com¬ 
mission our service, but we 
think closure is unavoidable. 

“The hospital is operating 
below its capacity and our 
analysis of longer-term pat¬ 
terns of need indicates this 
is likely to continue.” 

It said NHS England Trans¬ 
forming Care Programme - 
set up to look at placements 
for patients - had led to a 
reduction on placements in 
hospital settings and would 
see provision of “appropri¬ 
ate support in the commu¬ 
nity”.

Bogus callers 
strike in town

TWO bogus callers tricked 
their way into a house in 
Newmarket last week. 

At around 11am on 
Wednesday, fuly 27, two men 
called at an address in Mill- 
bank, claiming to be from 
the council. 

They said they were at the 
house to check the damp 
course and to offer home im¬ 
provements for which they 
could provide prices. 

Both men entered the 
property and one went up¬ 
stairs. 

When the victim didn’t 
agree to pay for work, they 
left the house. 

Police are linking the in¬ 
cident to another in Ched- 
burgh, near Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

Two men called at a prop¬ 
erty in Majors Close, claim¬ 
ing they were there to check 
on roof works at the house. 

They entered the property 


and went into the loft, say¬ 
ing that they needed to in¬ 
stall insulation which would 
need to be paid for. 

The residents refused to 
pay and both men left. 

Nothing was stolen in ei¬ 
ther incident. 

Police are now appealing 
for information. 

Both suspects were white 
men. 

One was described as be¬ 
ing 5ft 5in to 5ft 6in tall, of 
slim build with brown frizzy 
hair and brown eyes. 

He is described as being in 
his twenties and wearing a 
blue lightweight waterproof 
jacket, dark shorts and train¬ 
ers. 

The second suspect is in 
his thirties to forties, of large 
build and around 5ft lOin 
tall. 

He was wearing a blue T- 
shirt, dark coloured trousers, 
dark trainer-style shoes and 
a blue baseball cap. 

Police have now issued ad¬ 
vice to homeowners to guard 
against bogus callers. 


They have urged people 
to keep their doors and win¬ 
dows secure while they an¬ 
swer the front door. 

Police say residents should 
always ask for ID and take 
this through the letterbox, 
reading it carefully. 

If they did not feel the 
callers were genuine, they 
should not let them in, and 
call 999 if they think a bogus 
caller is at their property. 

Police also say residents 
should display a ‘no cold 
calling’ sticker on their door. 

The stickers can be ob¬ 
tained from the local Safer 
Neighbourhood Team at Suf¬ 
folk police. 

Anyone who witnessed 
the men at either property 
or who has any informa¬ 
tion about the incidents in 
Newmarket or Chedburgh 
is asked to contact police on 
101 .

Takeaway fined 
for mouldy food

MOULDY chicken, flies found in a 
packet of ham, and uncovered in¬ 
gredients resulted in a takeaway 
in Newmarket being fined £1,650. 

Yiying Che, from New Shanghai 
Express in Sam Alper Court, ap¬ 
peared at Bury St Edmunds mag¬ 
istrates’ court last week where he 
pleaded guilty to seven charges. 

These were: failing to produce 
a written food safety system; 
failing to demonstrate that food 
handlers had been instructed or 
trained in food hygiene; failing to 
demonstrate that adequate pest 
control procedures were in place; 
and failing to keep the premises 
clean and maintained in good re¬ 
pair. 

Che also pleaded guilty to fail¬ 
ing to protect food against con¬ 
tamination which could have 
made it unfit for human con¬ 


sumption, possession of food that 
was past its use-by date, and pos¬ 
session of food that was deemed 
unsafe under Food Safety and Hy¬ 
giene regulations. 

Environmental Health inspec¬ 
tors from Forest Heath District 
Council visited the takeaway in 
July 2015, three months after it is¬ 
sued food hygiene improvement 
notices to the takeaway. 

In July 2015, they found mouldy 
chicken cubes, bags of uncovered 
rice and flour, and food which 
may have been contaminated by 
a fly zapper. 

Dead flies were seen in the wok 
water and another between slices 
in an open packet of ham. 

The wok range had a blocked 
drain and contained dirty water, 
and there were two containers of 
out-of-date coleslaw in the fridge 
of the takeaway. 

Che had taken over as a direc¬ 
tor of the company just two weeks 
before the inspection last year. 

He acknowledged that he did 


not have a proper cleaning re¬ 
gime in place. 

In court, he produced a cer¬ 
tificate which said he now had a 
level three food hygiene rating, 
classed as generally satisfactory. 

Che was fined £1,650 and or¬ 
dered to pay £2,882.90 in costs 
and a victim surcharge of £30. 

Speaking afterwards, Cllr Lance 
Stanbury, Forest Heath District 
Council cabinet member cover¬ 
ing environmental health, said: 
“As a council, we have a legal duty 
to check food premises to ensure 
their hygiene practices are up to 
scratch. 

“Clearly in this case they fell a 
long way short of the mark. 

“The new owner had made 
some improvements since the 
previous notice was served, but 
our inspectors found serious 
hygiene concerns which in turn 
posed a risk to public health. 

“In such circumstances we will 
not hesitate to prosecute in order 
to protect the public.”

Insurance 
award cut 
by judges 

A MAN from Newmarket 
who “dishonestly exag¬ 
gerated” the impact of his 
injuries from a work acci¬ 
dent has lost the bulk of a 
damages award after insur¬ 
ers won a battle at the UK’s 
highest court. 

Supreme Court justices 
allowed a challenge by Zu¬ 
rich, overturning a Court 
of Appeal decision made 
that Colin Hayward could 
keep a compensation sum 
of more than £130,000 even 
though it was “far in excess” 
of his actual loss. The dam¬ 
ages sum was reduced to 
£14,720. 

Mr Hayward injured his 
back at the David S Smith 
packaging factory in June 
1998. He claimed more 
than £400,000 damages. 

In 2003, an agreement 
was reached that he should 
receive £134,973. 

But in 2005, Mr Hay¬ 
ward’s neighbours ap¬ 
proached the employer to 
say they believed his claim 
was dishonest and he had 
recovered in full from his 
injury at least a year before. 

They were referred to Zu¬ 
rich, the employer’s insurer, 
and made statements. 

When the case and fresh 
evidence came before Cam¬ 
bridge County Court in No¬ 
vember 2012, Mr Hayward 
denied any suggestion his 
condition was not genuine, 
but a judge found he had 
“deliberately and dishon¬ 
estly exaggerated the ef¬ 
fects of his injury”. 

The judge set aside the 
agreement and awarded Mr 
Hayward damages in the 
sum of £14,720. That led to 
a challenge by Mr Hayward 
before the Court of Appeal 
in London which ruled the 
settlement agreement re¬ 
mained binding. 

But last Wednesday, al¬ 
lowing Zurich’s appeal, 
Lord Clarke said it was not 
a case “in which Zurich or 
the employer knew that Mr 
Hayward was deliberately 
exaggerating the serious¬ 
ness and long-term effects 
of his injuries”. 

He added: “We now know 
that he was thoroughly dis¬ 
honest from October 1999 
and that he continued to 
make false claims in the 
witness box at the trial even 
when the evidence against 
him was overwhelming.”

College team shares £1 million lottery raffle win 


STAFF at a college near Newmarket are 
celebrating after winning £1 million in a lottery 
raffle. 

The team, who work at West Suffolk 
College, have each taken home £50,000 from 
the win after buying tickets for six years. 

Martin Cribb, syndicate leader, said the 
group normally plays 20 Lucky Dip lines each 
draw, each with a raffle code - but this time 


the win nearly didn't happen. 

He said: “I tend to leave the raffle code 
checking until the end of the month. 

“On this occasion when I took the tickets to 
be checked, one of them became crumpled 
in the machine and the shopkeeper said we'd 
need to ring Camelot as the machine couldn't 
read it." 

Martin took the ticket home and left it in 


his kitchen. It was only when his wife went to 
the supermarket to check the ticket a few days 
later that she found the syndicate had won the 
cool £1 million. 

"I can honestly say that letting such a great 
bunch of people know that we'd won was 
just the best experience - almost better than 
having £50,000 in my bank account," Martin 
said.

Woman takes to the air 
for charity wing walk

AN adventurous woman has fol¬ 
lowed in the footsteps of her grand¬ 
father - by taking on a wing walk to 
raise cash for a charity in Reach. 

Jenny Day took on the wing walk 
for The Prospects Trust at Snakehall 
Farm in memory of her grandfather, 

Ron Cornell, who skydived for the 
charity in 2014, aged 85. 

The Prospects Trust is a farm sup¬ 
porting people with disabilities to 
take on active roles with work and 
training. 

They now have 45 adults with 
learning difficulties, physical dis¬ 
abilities or health needs, known as 
coworkers, on their books. 

After Ron died having suffered 
cancer last year, Jenny decided to 
continue his fundraising feats.

Farm. He volunteered there right 
up until he became too ill to make 
the 90 mile round journey - he just 
loved it there. 

“I have inherited his adventurous 
side - he would be so proud that I

have done this challenge for him. I 
think he would have done a lot more 
than just the skydive in future.” 

Jenny, 44, soared above the clouds 
at 130mph over Essex on July 23 
with Acrobatictactics. 

She also braved the flight for her 
sister, Sandy, who died, aged just 32, 
after suffering a stroke. 


Sandy left behind her husband 
and three children. 

“It was lovely to be up in the air,”

Jenny added: “I want to help ease 
the pain of other families going 
through such tragedy by donating 
to the Stroke Association.

Emily Martin discovers how one family has unlocked a 
hidden treasure trove of new tastes for the region. 


I F you still need to be convinced that buying 
groceries from local, independent sellers is 
infinitely tastier and better than buying 
them from a supermarket then one family from 
Melbourn might just have created the tipping 
point. 

Cambridge Artisan is a family-run enterprise 
which specialises in selling delicious, unique 
food and drink from across the east of England. 
But the idea for packaging local products into 
hampers originally came from daughter of the 
Burr family, 16-year-old Amelise. 

"Well, I love cooking for a start," says Amelise 
who is a pupil at Melbourn Village College. 
"Whether it's baking cakes and biscuits or 
thinking of a new way to serve sweet potato, 
you name it, I like cooking it. One day I was on 
YouTube watching subscription box reviews - as 
you do! - and the idea just came to me." 

"She just came in one day and said: 'Dad I've 
got an idea for a business'," says Amelise's father 
Robert, who now runs Cambridge Artisan from 
a unit near the family home. "She was only 14 
at the time, so we were a bit gobsmacked, but 
once I'd picked myself up off the floor we had 
a 'planning meeting' - at Amelise's suggestion - 
and it all went from there." 

"She's a very conscientious girl," says mum 
Charlotte. "She likes to think things through 
carefully, so when she came to us 
with her brilliant idea we knew 
we should take her seriously." 

Robert Burr also runs

local mobile eatery 
Churros Bar, which 
launched in 2014. 

"We're quite a 
foodie family," says 
Robert. "We love 
experimenting with 
ingredients and ideas 
and because Amelise 
had seen me put 
Churros Bar together it 
had got her thinking." 

Amelise says: "The idea 
gradually morphed into the 
idea to sell local food, so my dad 
and I started to visit local craft fairs 
and quickly came to realise quite how 
much great locally-produced food there really is 
out there." 

The Burr family have tirelessly tested, 
researched and trawled local food fairs and 

markets. They currently have an 
impressive 150 producers 
on their books, so now 
Cambridge Artisan sells 
items individually through 
the website as well as 
hampers of assorted items 
which make lovely 
gifts for foodies. 
"There's just so 
much delicious 
and different 
stuff being 
made in 
k the area 
1 by local 
producers," 
says Robert. 
"So many 
people 
out there 
are really 
thinking 
outside the 
box with 
ingredients 
and making 
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exceptional things. 

"And much of the wonderful food being 
made across our local counties is so hidden 
that nobody even knows about it. Some of the 
smaller producers can be quite hard to find." 

The family home is stacked with products 
they've gathered from around the region. Jars 
of chutneys and mayonnaises, fruit vinegars, 
oils and pastes are stacked high. From Auntie 
Frog's Chilli and Lime dressing, Cambridge Chilli 
Sauce Company's Ghost Pepper Hot Sauce 
and Scrubby Oak's Horseradish Vinaigrette 
to Marimba's Milk Hot Chocolate Melt, 
Chazwinkle's Cauliflower and Friends pickle and 
Capsicana's Chilli and Coconut Brazilian Cook 
Sauce, you can tell everything tastes exceptional 
just from the delightful names and sparkling 
combinations. 

How does Amelise find working with her 
mum and dad? "It's a bit strange because it 
doesn't really feel like working when you are 
just at home with your parents," she says. 
"Sometimes it can be frustrating, but it's fun at 
the same time." 

Is there a favourite product that she likes to 
sneak out of the stock room? Amelise laughs. 

"It's very hard to pick a favourite, but it's 
probably Canesmith's salted caramels. They're 
amazing. Or any of the Capsicana cooking 
sauces. 

"When the business started 
most of my friends didn't 
really understand what I 
was going on about, but 
eventually they overcame 
the initial shock and now 
they always ask how 
Cambridge Artisan is 
going ... or if I'm rich 
yet!" 

Alongside the 
individual sales and 
hampers, the family are 
particularly excited to 
have just launched a new 
subscription service called 
the East of England Discovery 
Box, taking the best items from 
Norfolk, Suffolk, Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire and Cambridgeshire and 
delivering them straight to your door each 
month. 

"You'll receive a box containing a variety 
of different produce including things you've 
probably never tried before," says Robert. 
"People are often quite loyal to their brands and 
frightened to spend £3.50 on trying something 
new, so with these subscription boxes you're 
guaranteed to experience new things every 
month - and it might just change the way you 
eat and shop forever. 

"There will be items in the box which you'll 
absolutely love and, if so, you can request that 
they're added to your next delivery." 

"We're really excited about people trying 
these subscription boxes," adds Charlotte. "It's 
a lovely way to try new things with the peace of 
mind that you're buying the absolute best." 

"All our producers are checked thoroughly," 
continues Robert, "And we have the support and 
input of some incredible food bloggers and local 
foodies like Pina, the lady behind the popular 
food blog onetwoculinarystew.com. "Pina tries 
and tests everything with us so, if we're selling it, 
you can bet it's going to be good." 

It seems as though Amelise has had a winning 
idea - and she's not about to stop there either. 
"Cambridge Artisan will always be a big part 
of my life, and I hope to start more businesses 
in the future," she says. "In fact I'm currently 
working on another idea, so watch this space."

AS he surveyed the new artificial 
pitch at the Ridgeons Stadium, New¬ 
market manager Kevin Grainger 
could not help but feel optimistic 
for the future. 

Last month’s official opening of 
the facility at Cricket Field Road, 
conducted by footballer turned 
horse racing trainer Micky Quinn, 
marked the conclusion of two years 
of hard work to make this vision a 
reality. 

A £100,000 grant from the 
Football Foundation and selling 
off some of their old car park for 
housing have allowed the

Jockeys to invest in a cork- 
filled 3G surface, plus refur¬ 
bished changing rooms and 
energy-efficient floodlights, to pro¬ 
vide a sustainable home for their 
four adult teams, plus 27 youth 
teams. 

The senior side have already given 


it the thumbs up after using it for 
pre-season training and Grainger is 
in no doubt it will suit them. 

“That’s a bonus and it has given 
us a chance to settle down on it.” 
said Grainger. “We don’t have to 
water it and it’s all looking good.” 

“It will suit us. We like to play 
football and the type of players I’m 
signing are definitely workhorse 
players who are going to appreci¬ 
ate it and work hard on it. 

“It’s not just about Newmarket 
Town, I hope players from other 
clubs enjoy their day on it and as 
long as they don’t beat us it’s not a 


problem at all!” 

The other advantage is Newmar¬ 
ket are able to hire the pitch out 
and are already fully booked for 38 
weeks of the year. 

The life span of the pitch means 
long-term plans can be put in 
place, with the option to go back to 
natural grass at the end if required. 

“We’ve got eight years with this 
pitch, after that we have to renew 
the top,” said Grainger. 

“If we choose to go back to 
grass, we’ve got a tarmac layer 
underneath so we just lay grass and 
there is no issue. 


“We’re in a good position like 
that, but I think people will want to 
keep this.” 

Harlow Town and Maidstone 
United were among the clubs 
with 3G pitches who Newmarket 
consulted, and Grainger hopes to 
emulate their success. 

“They’ve all been promoted, 
which puts a bit of pressure on!” 
said Grainger. 

“We’re not going to say it will 
happen this year, but we’ll certainly 
be trying to achieve it and I think 
we will be looking to go up if we can 
achieve that.”

Sophie defiantly informs her 
host, who introduces himself as the Big 
Friendly Giant (Mark Rylance). The BFG 
wouldn’t normally kidnap a chiddler, but 
he explains that he was fearful Sophie 
might cause a great rumpledumpus by 
yodelling the news that she had seen a 
giant. 

A tender and deeply touching friendship 


is forged between Sophie and her kind- 
hearted abductor, who exists on a diet 
of disgusterous snozzcumbers and is 
bullied by filthsome fellow giants including 
Fleshlumpeater (Jemaine Clement), 
Bloodbottler (Bill Hader), Maidmasher 
(Olafur Darri Olafsson) and Manhugger 
(Adam Godley). 

In order to rid Giant Country of these 
man-gobblers, Sophie hatches a hare¬ 
brained scheme to visit The Queen 
(Penelope Wilton) at Buckingham Palace. 
The BFG joins her on this madcap quest, 
and his presence smacks the gobs of the 
assembled staff including The Queen’s 
dutiful maid Mary (Rebecca Hall) and 
head butler Mr Tibbs (Rafe Spall). 

Directed with verve by Steven Spielberg, 
The BFG is a visually arresting ride that 
gently tugs heartstrings in between 
rollicking set pieces. ★★★★ 

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A) 

CAPTAIN James T Kirk (Chris Pine) is 
considering relinquishing the bridge 


the crew including 
human-Vulcan science 
officer Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov (Anton 
Yelchin), chief engineer Montgomery 
Scott (Simon Pegg) and helmsman Sulu 
(John Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation starbase 
under the control of Commodore Paris 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a distress 
call to help recover her ship, which has 
crash-landed on a planet in a distant 
nebula.

Star Trek Beyond dodges the curse 
of misfiring odd-numbered films in the 
series, but the flaws are obvious. Pine, 
Quinto and co are solid in roles that lack 
dramatic meat and don’t progress the 
characters over two hours, and a flimsy, 
contrived plot resolves potential conflict 
with minimum blood, sweat and tears.

S TYLE and technology are a 
compelling combination in 
today's new car market. 

So too is crossover cool in 
a compact package - and all 
are attributes Mazda has put 
together in the striking shape of its 
supermini-based CX-3. 

The plan all along was to take 
the SUV scene by storm and the 
Japanese manufacturer lined up 
a big battalion from day one last 
summer with an 18-strong line-up. 

The CX-3 comes via a choice of 
11 petrol and seven diesel variants, 
all featuring the brand's fuel-saving 
SKYACTIV technology plus a 
swathe of standard kit. 

Staying a step of your rivals though 
is all-important and Mazda has 
upped the ante with techno treats 
aimed at staying ahead of the pack. 

So stuff like the Japanese 
company's i-ACTIVSENSE safety 
systems are on every model along 
with a seven-inch touch screen, 
DAB radio, multi-function steering 
wheel and Bluetooth. 

What instantly grabs the 
attention is the Mazda's coupe¬ 
like style - it looks larger than you 
might expect from a small SUV 
while displaying a sense of speed 
with its flowing lines. 

Opt for some of the vibrant paint 
jobs with chrome side strips and 
18-inch machined alloy wheels 
and the CX-3 really looks the 
business. 

There's a choice of five trim 
grades, with prices from £1 7,595 
to £24,695, an attractive cabin, 


two-tone leather upholstery in 
higher spec variants and as high 
quality sound system. 

It's a tight squeeze for three 
passengers across the back, 
though the centre rear position is 
comfortable, and while the boot is 
on the small side the rear seats do 
split and fold 60/40. 

The most frugal engine on offer 
is the 1.5-litre diesel, which can 
return a potential 70 miles per 
gallon, but the 2.0-litre petrol units 
have been proving more popular. 

Of the pair, developing either 
120 or 150ps, the lower powered 
version with front-wheel drive 
provides ample punch and 
reasonable economy. 

We recorded an average return 
of 44mpg over 350 miles of mixed 
urban and motorway driving in a 
car that feels spirited, poised and 
well balanced. 

That even the most basic 
models come well kitted out is 
an attraction in itself, while Sport 
Nav grade brings items you don't 
generally find in this category of 
car like a head-up display and LED 
headlights. 

And plenty of thought has gone 
into the design of the CX-3 to 
make it as user friendly as possible 
too. 

For instance to ensure easier 
access to the rear seats, the bottom 
of the rear door overlaps the side 
sill and an obliquely cut-away 
edge allows the door to be opened 
wider in tight spaces like small 
parking bays.

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HE Kia Sorento is the seven- 
seater flagship of the Korean 
company's range and it delivers 
impressive quality and practicality in 
a value for money package. 

A huge improvement over the 
previous model it is good to drive, 
spacious and is loaded with standard 
kit. 

Just a few years ago no one would 
have imagined Kia charging over 
£40,000 for an SUV but the Korean 
brand has now come so far that it 
is able to put that price tag on its 
flagship model. 

The current Sorento arrived in 
March 2015 and prices of the new 
range start at £28,795 and it is only 
the fully loaded KX-4 range topper 
that costs £40,995 but it just shows 
you how far the brand has come. 

Kia is no longer just a value-driven 
outfit and it is now a company than 
can mix it with the prestige brands. 

The new Sorento marked another 
stage in the company's drive 
upmarket and the third generation 


model offers bold styling combined 
with great practicality. It boasts 
seven seats as standard and a quality 
interior. 

It is only available with one engine 
- a 197bhp 2.2-litre diesel fitted 
with a six-speed manual or six-speed 
automatic gearbox. It is much more 
refined than its predecessor and is 
good enough to match the likes of 
VW for finish. 

Designed at Kia's Namyang studio 
in Korea to appeal to customers 
in Europe, Asia and America, the 
styling is smooth and uncluttered. 

The Kia grille is now a familiar sight 
and it looks good on this car with a 
honeycomb effect. 

While the exterior styling is 
handsome rather than striking, the 
huge improvement in the cabin is 
really impressive. 

A large colour central screen 
dominates and it is surrounded by 
brushed aluminium-effect plastic. 

The soft-touch dash is complemented 
by gloss plastic inserts and two rows 


of neatly arranged buttons continue 
the upmarket feel. There is still a 
bit too much black for my taste but 
there is no denying the astonishing 
improvement. 

The seven seats can be configured 
in any number of ways and even 
when the third row is in place 
there is still room for 142 litres of 
luggage. At a tug of a cord the rear 
seats will fold flush into the boot 
floor providing 605 litres of space 
and if you collapse the second 
row, a massive 1,662 litres of space 
becomes available. 

The cabin also features storage bins 
and cupholders as well as charging 
points for the first two rows. There 
is a tremendous amount of leg and 
headroom and the panoramic roof, 
which is standard in the top models, 
provides bags of light and highlights 
the space inside. 

Four trim levels are available KX- 
1,2,3 and 4 and the two middle 
versions represent the best value, 
priced from £31,995 and £35,845 


respectively. 

The Sorento is high on equipment 
at all levels and all but the 
entry model feature leather. Air 
conditioning, cruise control, stability 
systems and windscreen wipers 
are fitted to every model and the 
automatic only range topping KX-4 
gets a larger screen, ventitlated and 
all-electric seats, adaptive cruise 
control, a 360 degree camera system, 
automatic parking and a cross traffic 
warning sytem which alerts the 
driver to approaching traffic when 
reversing. 

The 2.2-litre diesel is quiet and 
smooth and it also has plenty punch 
with 197bhp on tap. It is fitted with 
start/stop tech to improve economy 
and manual models claim a 49.5mpg 
return with C02 emissions of 149g/ 
km. The automatic version is a 
worthwhile £1,500 option on lower 
spec models and is standard on the 
higher trim levels. 

It shifts seamlessly and makes the 
driving experience very relaxing. It 


increases consumption to 43.4mpg 
and raises emissions to 1 72g/km but 
most owners will think it is worth the 
penalty. 

The Sorento handles well and the 
automatic version takes 9.6 seconds 
to reach 62mph. 

The steering is light and the big 
SUV grips well in corners and always 
feels stable and secure. Three driving 
modes are available which allow the 
driver to select from Eco, Normal and 
Sport. 

At higher speeds there is some 
wind noise from the large mirrors but 
otherwise the cabin is well insulated 
from road and engine noise and is a 
very comfortable place to be. 

The Sorento is more than 
capable of giving the established 
prestige brands a run for their 
money especially when you factor 
in Kia's industry-leading seven-year, 
100,000-mile warranty. 

Fixed-price servicing packages are 
also reasonable and help to spread 
the cost of ownership.

Norwich left spinning 
by Arksey and Burwell 


THE Burwell and Norwich players were forced 
to eat their tea al fresco on Saturday due to a 
wedding reception being held in the adjacent 
Mandeville Hall. 

But the disc jockey had barely finished 
setting up and the arriving guests had not 
made much of a start on the buffet when 
the hosts wrapped up another important 
victory in their bid to secure Gibbs Denley East 
Anglian Premier League safety. 

And the comprehensive 137-run success 
was achieved thanks to an excellent all-round 
performance - big runs were put on the 
board, the opening bowlers caused problems, 
catches were held and spinner Josh Arksey 
enhanced his ever-growing reputation with a 
five-wicket haul in rapid fashion. 

Arksey claimed his first two victims with the 
last ball before tea and the first immediately 
after it, which left the visitors seven down on 
119 chasing 269 for victory. 

Going in for the kill, the left-armer showed 
the remaining batsmen no mercy, with the 
last three wickets all being his as Norwich 
were all out for 131. 

“He’s definitely showcased his skills 
there,” said Burwell captain Peter Richer of 
Arksey, who finished with figures of five for 


22 from 5.4 overs. 

“He’s getting people trapped lbw with his 
arm ball, he’s nicking people off to the slips 
and he’s showing he’s got all the tricks to get 
batsmen out. 

“He’s not just getting them out one way, not 
getting them caught on the boundary - he’s 
actually getting the batsmen out and that’s 
pretty special in a spinner. 

“Me as a spinner, I rely on a batsman error 
solely to get a wicket! But Josh is actually the 
guy making things happen.” 

Richer did claim a wicket, with the other 
four being taken by opening bowlers Ali 
Allchin (three for 60) and Graham Hume. 

Norwich were rattling along nicely run- 
wise in the opening 10 overs, but Allchin and 
Hume were always on top and deserved to see 
balls nicked to wicketkeeper Joe Tetley or the 
slip fielders. 

“Ali and Graham really hit the ground 
running,” said Richer. 

“Norwich were hitting quite a few fours 
early on and the run rate was getting, you 
might say, out of control, but they’re just won¬ 
derful attacking bowlers. 

“They bowled attacking lines with attack¬ 
ing fields and we took our catches nicely. If 


you’re attacking you get your rewards here. 

“It was a wicket where taking the pace off 
was quite effective at slowing the run rate 
down when it was put in the right areas. 

“We always knew after the seamers had 
done their stint we’d bring the spinners on 
to tighten things up and attack even more. It 
showed how difficult it is for the tail-enders 
against the spin.” 

In the first half of the game, Burwell were 
all out for 268 from 62.1 overs, with three half- 
centuries being compiled. 

Richer hit 59 at the top of the order, Tetley 
got 51 coming in at No 3 and youngster Ben 
Seabrook showed his class again with 66. 

“I always say that when you get 250 here it’s 
fantastic,” said Richer. “I think 250’s a really 
defendable total on any ground. 

“You’ve got maximum batting points then, 
and I think that lets you, as a side and as a 
captain, go on the attack from the off. 

“You don’t have to let off the gas and you 
can maybe attack for longer. You know you’ve 
got the 10 points and you can really go for the 
full 30 points.” 

Having made it back-to-back wins, Burwell 
are up to eighth and 47 points clear of bottom 
side Horsford.

The installation of the 3G surface 
has given the fockeys a welcome 
boost ahead of the new season, with 
manager Grainger hopeful of an 
improvement on last term’s 13th- 
place finish in the Premier Division. 

He said: “The pitch is really good, 
and the lads have got used to it. 

“What we’ve got to do now is 
try to make our home ground a 
fortress. 

“Teams will enjoy coming to us

Grainger has been busy adding 
new players to a squad he hopes 
can take the team well into the top 
half of the table.

Nower and Martin Chivers have all 
arrived, while experienced duo Lee 
Clift and Darren Coe have left. 

“We’ve definitely got a strong 
squad,” said Grainger. 

“We’ve got the players to be in the 


top six, but you never know what’s 
going to happen with injuries.” 

But Newmarket will initially be 
in LA Cup action with an extra 
preliminary round tie at Halstead 
on Saturday. 

Meanwhile, Dean Greygoose 
has high hopes for his Mildenhall 
Town side after they came sixth in 
the Thurlow Nunn top flight last 
season. 

He has brought in Clift follow¬ 
ing his Newmarket exit as well as 
Steve Spriggs, George Torriday, 
Ross Monroe, Alex Stillinger and 
Bahador Chirazi. 

But Greygoose will no longer have 


the services of Michael Harvey, 
Kelvin Onaro and Luke Parkinson. 

“We want to be better than last 
year,” he said. 

“We want to win things and we 
want to be successful. 

“We’ve got some good players 
and some talented youngsters here. 

“The main thing is to get a good 
start and then go from there. 

“And we want to make sure we’re 
not relying on Chris Bacon. 

“With the players we’ve brought 
in we’ll be a slightly different team 
this year, but hopefully the players 
from last season will continue to 
improve and learn.”

Mutakayyef 
may head to 
America for 
next target 

MUTAKAYYEF could be stepped 
back up in trip and sent abroad 
for the first time in his career with 
the Arlington Million later this 
month a possible target. 

The Grade One 10-furlong 
contest at Arlington Park on 
August 13 is one of a number 
of options being considered 
by connections of the William 
Haggas-trained five-year-old. 

Having undergone a gelding 
operation over the winter, the son 
of Sea The Stars has won both his 
starts to date this term. 

After capturing a mile Listed 
event at York, the Hamdan Al 
Maktoum-owned runner followed 
it up with victory in the Summer 
Mile at Ascot last month, with 
the form boosted by the success 
of runner-up Dutch Connection 
in last week's Lennox Stakes at 
Goodwood. 

Angus Gold, racing manager 
to Hamdan Al Maktoum, said: 
"We will just explore options with 
him. One option is to go for the 
Arlington Million if the owner 
wants to travel the horse, or there 
is the Juddmonte International 
over a mile and a quarter back up 
at York. It is a case of whether we 
want to go back up in trip or stay 
at a mile. 

"He is a more mature horse 
now and the gelding operation 
has certainly not done him any 
harm. He was a horse that was 
not finishing his races last year. 

"He is finally putting it 
together now, both mentally and 
physically." 

■ Trainer James Fanshawe has ruled 
The Tin Man out of a crack at the 
Prix Maurice de Gheest on Sunday 
after an unsatisfactory scope. 

The son of Equiano progressed 
from handicaps to finish an 
excellent fourth in the QIPCO 
British Champions Sprint at Ascot 
last season and could hardly have 
been more impressive on his 
seasonal debut at Windsor in May. 

He was a shade disappointing 
when well-fancied for the 
Diamond Jubilee at Royal Ascot, 
but got back on track with 
an impressive display in the 
Hungerford Stakes at Newbury last 
month. 

Fanshawe said: "We were hoping 
to run at the weekend, but he 
won't be going there. We'll go to 
Haydock (Sprint Cup, September 
3), he'll be fresh for that." 
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
